Dear Sir: 

Mr. Noe wrote to us some time ago with regard to your 
desires concerning the material we used for naking impres- 
sions pF oGhna: | 


For elehint years we have not been satisfied with the 
material which we Yeave been using for making these moulds 
for the reason that it is very apt to tarnish or leave black 
specks on the coins unless the greatest care is taken. Be- 
fore the war, the best Plasterline came from Italy but we do 
not know the name of the maker. We received some the other 
day from Goffredo Giudice, S, Martino dtAloaro, Genova, Italy. 
This they call Plastilina del Prof. L. Giudice. I would sug- 
gest that jou write to them to see if they can supply ypu with 
thithtbat is free from sulphur or any ingredients that would 
tarnish silver coins. Also, I. think that you should be able 
to pick up in stores that sell artists’ materials, other makes 
of Plastilina. Also in these same stores, you should be able 
to get a very fine grade of plaster (sesso). The kind we use 
cores from a dental supply house. ‘herefore, if you could 


find out from some dentist or doctor what he uses for fine work, 


I think this would prove satisfactory. 


Before placing your coin on the wax to make an impression, 


-you should cover the surfece of the wax with some smooth soapy 
‘gawder such as talcum or talc, which I think is the same as pow- 


dered French chalk that tailors uss when marking eloth before 
cutting te.
